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WIPES OUT A BLOCK 


$300,000 Blaze, Which Menaced 
the Whole Village, Fought by 
Six Fire Departments. 


FLAMES CARRY HALF A MILE 


‘Ten Fires Burning at Once In Different 
Parts of Place—Three Firemen 
Have Narrow Escapes.

POR CHESTER, June 22.—One of the 
most valuable business blocks in this 
village was destroyed by fire to-day, and 
for a while the business heart of Port 
Chester was menaced. The wind was 
all that saved the piace, the firemen 
say. Forty families were made homeless 
and twenty or more business firms lost 
practically all they possessed. The 
Port Chester firemen were aided by en- 
gines from half a dozen neighboring 
towns, The fire burned for four hours 
before being under control. 

The damage is estimated at $300,000, 
only a part of which is covered by in- 
surance. Ten fires were burning in dif- 
ferent parts of the village at one time. 
Sparks were carried half a mile by the 
wind. The Port Chester Baptist Church, 
several blocks away frem the seat of the 
fire, was ablaze at one time. The church 
roof was burned and the tnterior badly 
damaged by water. 

One of the features of the fire was the 
escape of 700 factory girls in the Simmons 
Manufacturing Company building, who 
formed in line and marched down the 
broad stairways, while smoke from the 
burning buildings near-by poured through 
the windows and flames licked the walls. 

The block which was destroyed was 
known as the Burns Building Block, and 
is bounded by Broad Street, Irving Ave- 
nue, Factory Avenue, and Westchester 
Avenue. Ten buildings were in the block, 
some brick, some frame structures, and 
among the latter was a row of tenement 
known as the Pixley Flats, fire traps, 
every one of them. 

The fire started in some hay in a loft 
on the third floor of a building occupied 
by the Borden Condensed Milk Company 
at the corner of Westchester Avenue and 
Factory Place, and spread rapidly east 
and south, eating through brick walls, 
jumping alleyways and feeding upon the 
wooden structures which skirted the south 
end of the block along Irving Avenue. 

It was about 2:30 o’clock in the after- 
noon when one of the girls in the Simmons 
Manufacturing Company, a large brick 
building across the street from the rear 
of the Burns block, saw smoke coming 
from the windows of the hay loft. She 
poked her head out of the window and 
yelled “ Fire!” An alarm was turned in, 
and Fire Chief Phil Baker soon had the 
entire fire-fighting apparatus of Port- 
chester on the scene. 

When the firemen arrived the flames 
had already spread from the hay loft to 
the distributing plant of the Borden Milk 
Company and were reaching toward the 
front of the Burns Building. On the 
ground floor were seventy horses. All 
these were led to safety. There were 
twenty more horses on the ground floor 
of what was once an engine house of the 
New York, New Haven & Hartford Rail- 
road, a little way down Factory Place. 
They, too, were rescued. 

Chief Baker saw at once the serious- 
ness of the work ahead and telephoned 
to the Fire Chiefs of Rye, Harrison, East 
Port Chester, White Plains, and Green- 
wich, and each responded. 

Around on the front of the Burns Bulld- 
ing men and boys were crowding each 
other in the work of rescue. Six auto- 
mobiles were hauled out from the garage 
of Raben & Johnson. Next to this was 


the plumbing shop of Alfred Penavi, a 
two-and-a-half-story building. Tnis and 
the hotel of John Czermack, a frame 
structure, one of the old landmarks of 
Port Chester, which was built long be- 
fore the railroad came, were soon gone. 
Alongside of it, to the west, five small 
stores were burned. In one of the stores 
Was a quantity of fireworks. When the 
flames reached them there were several 
small explosions and a great popping of 
firecrackers. There was also an explosion 
of mg ee in the uses. 

The flames, after skirting along Broad 
Street and eating across the centre of the 
square, jumped a twenty-foot alleyway 
and destroyed Pixley’s flats. a four-story 
frame building, in which lived thirty fam- 
ilies, mostly Italians. The blacksmith’'s 
shop of James Clark went next. 

On one of the upper floors of the Burns 
Building, a four and six story brick.struct- 
ure, was stored gbout $20,000 worth of fur- 
niture, owned by J. H. Hunt, exPresident 
of the American Felt Company. It was 
all destroyed. 

The old Benedict Building in the centre 
of the block on the Broad Street side was 
occupied by Irving, Austin & Co., elec- 
triclans. Little was saved there. On the 
corner of the rear of the Burns Building 
was a tall brick tower, in the lower part 
of which was an elevator shaft. Several 
villagers, without waiting for the elevator 
operator, jumped in the car. It got be- 
yond their control and shot up to the roof 
n the midst of the flames. bose in the 
car were rescued by firemen. But soon 
the flames spread to this shaft and the 
elevator fell with a crash. 

The fire had been burning for an hour 
when the walls of the Burns Building 
fell upon the smaller building owned by 
James Clark, causing it to collapse. The 
sparks landed on the Baptist Church and 
the shingles were soon ablaze. Others 
were carried half a mile away and caused 
slight fires. One fire was started by a 
flying spark over in East Port Chester. 

On the third floor in the rear of the 
Burns Building three firemen marrowly 
escaped death. Hazleton Wellstood and 
William J. O’Brien of the Reliance De- 

rtment and Howard Rigney, Second 

jeutenant of Mellor Hose Company, had 
been ordered to that floor. ey were 
busy at one of the windows and did not 
notice the flames creeping up behind 
them. O’Brien felt the heat, and turnin 
saw that nmap by the stairway was cu 
off. The roof below them was burning 
and they could not escape that way. 

There was another window on the third 
floor which faced on Factory Place. 
Through the smoke the three men groped 
their way to this window. Fremen rescued 
them with the aid of ladders. Wellstood 
Was unconscious when he reached the 
ground. The other two men were in a 
state of semi-conscidusness. 

Two hours after the blaze started the 
flames leaped across Irving Avenue and 

to feed upon a little row of frame 
dwellings. Six of these were partly de- 
siroyed. In one of these were two little 
giris ill of scarlet fever. They were car- 
ried out in safety. In another of these 
awellin lived Mrs. Mary Merritt and 
a pet cat, Bengal. Her house caught 
, and she grabbed Bengal, wrapped 
him in a pillow case, and fled. 

About o’clock in the afternoon the 
flames were under control, and at 6 
there was not a flame to be seen. ;

ELIOT REBUKES ROOSEVELT. 


Harvard President Is Sustained In Re- 
senting Interfering for Oarsmen.

BOSTON, June 22.—The entry by Presi- 
dent Roosevelt into the discussion of the 


removal of Fish and Morgan from the 
Harvard crews has ended whatever 
chance there might have been that these 
two men would be put back. There is 
now no possibility of such a step. 
Theodore Roosevelt, Jr., is sald to be at 
the bottom of the trouble. When the sus- 


pension of the oarsmen was announced 
he, in. common with all the other under- 
graduates, felt that it virtually put an 
end to Harvard's chances for victory over 
Yale in Thursday's race. Accordingly he 
apprised hig father of the situation and 
urged him as an alumnus to interfere. 

The President of the United States was 
prompt to act, and the President of Har- 
vard was also prompt to act. He put 
Roosevelt's letter before the Board of 
Overseers and in language which is said 
to have bordered on wrath he informed 
them that he would not stand for inter- 
ference in the internal affairs of the uni- 
versity from any one, no matter how ex- 
alted his station. 

All but two members of the board 
voted to sustain the action of the Faculty, 
and it is understood that the President 
of the United States was informed of 
this by the President of Harvard. 

The withdrawing of Fish and Morgan 
from the crew is not regarded as a “‘ dis- 
ciplinary measure.”’ It is simply in strict 
accord with the agreement with Yale, 
under which no man supposed to be under 
discipline from Harvard College can com- 
pete in any athletic contest with Yale.

Their 
action was reported to the Faculty, and 
their suspension followed after they had 
arrived at training quarters at Red Top. 
Fish rowed at No. 2 in the "Varsity shell 
and Morgan was a member of the four- 
oared crew. 


SHERMAN’S ILLNESS SLIGHT. 


Will Leave Cleveland for Utica To- 
day—Favors Herrick for Chairman.

CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 22.—James 
Schoolcraft Sherman, Republican nom- 
inee for Vice President, has been ill here 
for two days. His illness will necessitate 
his remaining here until to-morrow. 

He is suffering from billousness, caused 
by keeping unusual hours in Chicago and 
on the trip from that city to Cincinnati 
to meet Secretary Taft and the intense 
heat in both cities. He has been com- 
pelled by his physician’s order to deny 
himself to all callers at the home of ex- 
Gov. Myron T. Herrick, where he is stop- 
ping here. 

He was attacked on the train from Cin- 
cinnati to this city Saturday night, and 
went at once to his rooms, in Gov Her- 
rick’s home. It was not until to-night 
that Mr. Sherman’s physician permitted 
the making of plans for continuing his 
trip. Mr. Sherman, with his secretary 
and three friends, will start from this 
city to-morrow morning at 8:20 o'clock, 
arriving in Utica at 10:20 in the evening. 

A welcoming demonstration planned by 
Utica citizens for this evening has been 
abandoned, and Mr. Sherman has been 
compelled to cancel political engagements 
here, which had to do with the selection 
of a Republican National Committee 
Chairman. He will leave without con- 
ferring with the leaders who sought to 
discuss the matter with him here, but a 
close friend intimates that Mr. Sherman 
favors the selection of Col. Herrick. 


MEYER HEADS PHIPPS CLINIC. 


New York Alienist Called to Direct 
New Hospital for the Curable Insane. 


BALTIMORE, June 22.—The trustees of 
the Johns Hopkins Hospital and Universi- 
ty have elected Dr. Adolph Meyer of 
New York to the Directorship of the re- 
cently founded Henry Phipps Psychiatric 
Clinic: and to the Professorship of 
Psychiatry. Dr. Meyer has accepted, and 
it has been arranged for him and the 
architect, Grosvenor Atterbury of New 
York, tog o abroad at an early date and 
study the construction and organization 
of the leading European psychiatric 
clinics,

Dr. Meyer said at 85 Mount Morris Park 
last night that he would not take up 
his new work at Johns Hopkins Uni- 
versity until September, 1909, because the 
necessary buildings could not be erected 
before that time. He and Mr. Atterbury 
will go abroad the latter part of July 
and give special attention to the clinics 
of Munich, Berlin, and Breslau. 

“The general plan,"’ said Dr. Meyer, 
‘is to provide under the Phipps donation 
a clinic for the treatment of those af- 
flicted with mental disorders, just as 
clinics for the treatment of those needing 
surgical attention have already been pro- 
vided at this university. The work is a 
great one, opening up almost boundless 
opportunities for the treatment of curable 
mental disorders. 

Dr. Meyer was born in 1866, in Zurich, 
Switzerland. He studied in Paris, Lon- 
don, Vienna, and Berlin, and came to this 
country in 1892. For two years he was 
pathologist to the Illinois Eastern Hos- 
pital, and subsequently director of the 
clinic in: Worcester (Mass.) Insane Hos- 
pital. In 1902 he became director of the 
Pathological Institute of New York State 
Hospital on Ward's Island. Since 1904 he 
has been professor of psychiatry in the 
medical department of Cornell University. 
He is also President of the New York 
Psychiatrical Society. Dr. Meyer has 
published many important contributions 
to neurology, neuropathology, and 
psychiatry which have won for him a 
distinguished reputation as an alienist 
both in this country and abroad.

IN LONDON SOON 


There with Sagan, Who May Ab- 
jure Catholic Faith to Have 
Anglican Wedding. 


SEEKS A SPECIAL LICENSE 


He Tried to Get the Marriage Solemn- 
ized at the American Embassy 


In Paris, but Failed.

LONDON, June 22.—Following the 
publication of the banns in Paris Prince 
Helie de Sagan and Mme. Anna Gould 
have come to London and hope to be 
married here within a short time from 
now—at the latest in two weeks. In 
order that there may be no difficulties 
in the way which it is in his power to 
obviate, the Prince has decided to 
abjure the Roman Catholic religion, and 
arrangements are now being made to 
have.the marriage ceremony performed 
according to the ritual of the Church 
of England, together, of course, with a 
civil contract before a Registrar. 

Mme. Gould and Prince Helie motored 
from Paris to Boulogne with two Amer- 
ican friends, a married couple, who 
usually reside in New York. The quar- 
tet crossed the Channel to Folkestone, 
and came)up to London by train, ar- 
riving here Sunday evening. The trav- 
elers had some difficulty in finding 
accommodations, but at last obtained 
quarters at the Savoy, where they dined 
to-night, their partie carrée being the 
centre of interest in the restaurant. 

The Prince, through a friend who is 
well up in all the niceties of the Eng- 
lish law in this respect, is endeavoring 
to secure a special license which will 
permit the wedding to take place with- 
out the publication of the banns in 
England, and without even the fifteen 
days’ residence which is usually re- 
quired for marriages where the banns 
are not regularly published. As a rule 
this extra special license, the fees for 
which amount to between $300 and 
$350, is not very difficult to obtain, 
but in the case of Mme. Gould and de 
Sagan objections may be raised, in view 
of both contracting parties being for- 
eigners, 

The friend who its acting in behalf 
of the pair, however, is confident of 
obtaining the license. In that case the 
marriage will take place within a few 
days. Bven if the efforts to obtdin a 
special license fail, it.is expected that 
Mme. Gould and de Sagan will find 
means of escaping the necessity of 
waiting two full weeks in London be- 
fore having their union ratified by 
Church and State. 

That is to say, de Sagan counts upon 
his friend’s ability to establish rest- 
dential qualifications on behalf of him- 
self and his future bride, and is ready 
to pledge his princely word as to the 
truth of his accommodating friend’s 
assertions, 

It was only at the end of last week 
that Mme. Gould and de Sagan came 
to the conclusion that London would 
be a more convenient marrying ground 
than Paris. This was the outcome of 
their efforts to have the marriage take 
place at the American Embassy in 
Paris. I have grounds for stating that 
the embassy officials were approached 
in the matter, but such arguments as 
de Sagan was able to adduce failed 
lamentably to convince Ambassador 
Henry White of the necessity of ex- 
tending the aegis of the American EBm- 
bassy over the lovesick twain. 

In various interviews in Paris de 
Sagan has repudiated scornfully the 
suggestion that he omit the Cath- 
olic marriage ceremony, but now ap- 
parently he has come to the con- 
clusion it does not matter much which 
rite he is married by, provided there is 
a marriage which will make him legal 
lord and master of Mme. Gould’s hand 
and fortune. He is even prepared to 
go to the limit of abjuring the Catho- 
lic religion if he cannot otherwise get 
married in the Anglican Church, 

This extreme step, of course, is not 
necessary, but his admission that he 
is willing to take it, which I obtained 
directly from him this evening, is sig- 
nificant of his anxiety to complete what 
he regards as a matrimonial coup. 


CANADIAN TOWN BURNED. 


Entire Business Section of Three Riv- 
ers Destroyed-——Loss $1,000,000. 


THREE RIVBRS, Quebec, June 22.— 
Fanned by a high wind, a fire which 
broke out shortly before noon to-day in 
a stable consumed the greater part of 
the lower town, containing the business 
section. Then, with the assistance of 
firemen brought by special trains from 
Montreal, Quebec, Sherbrooke. and Grande 
Mere, it was checked. 

Almost every building of any conse- 
quence in that section of the city was 
destroyed, including the Post Office, the 


City Hall, every hotel worthy of the 
name with one exception, the fine build- 
ing of the Hochelaga Bank, and almost 
all of the leading stores. Over 300 build- 
ings were burned, 


BURTON ALSO REFUSES. 


He Will Not Be the Fifth Arbitrator in 
the Panama Canal Matter. 


CLEVELAND, Ohio, June 22.—Con- 
gressman Burton to-day announced that 
he would not accept the appointment as 
fifth arbitrator in the Panama-United 
States Arbitration Board, which will fix 
the value of lands and railroad and other 
properties needed for the canal. 

“I declined the first time.it was offered 
me, and am still of the same opinion,” 


said Mr. Burton. ‘“ There are two rea- 
sons; first, I have so many other en- 
gements that it is practically impossi- 
le for me to accept, and, second, I do 
not believe that a member of Congress 
should accept another paid position in 
either this or another Government.” 
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NEW BABY PRINCE OF SPAIN. 


Queen Victoria’s Second Son Was Born 
Yesterday, Alphonso Radiant. 


MADRID, June 22.—A son was born to 
Queen Victoria of Spain to-night at the 
royal Summer residence, 

The Queen is reported by the physicians 
to be doing well. 

Her Majesty has been staying at La 
Granga. The royal physicians were 
hastily summoned early in the afternoon, 
and they announced that normal condi- 
tions prevailed. The Dowager Queen, 
Maria Christina, the Infanta Isabel, and 
Premier Maura were tmmediately advised 
and proceeded at once to the palace in 
automobiles, 

As soon as the approaching event was 


carry out the usual ceremonies at the 
birth of a royal child, a battery of 
artillery belng ordered to the palace to 
be in readiness to fire the customary 
salute announcing the birth. 

King Alfonso was radiant with joy when 
he announced the birth of another son to 
the few persons waiting in the adjoining 
room. Several members of the royal fam- 
ily arrived half an hour after the birth, 
and they hasgened to congratulate the 
King on teadearent of a Prince, who 
doubly secures the succession to the 
throne. 

The Minister of Justice, Marquis Fi- 
gueroa, arrived ten minutes before the 
event, just in time to perform the for- 
malities of witnessing, which pertain to 
his office. 


Queen Victoria, formerly Princess Ena 
of Battenburg, and King Alfonso were 
married at Madrid on May 31, 1906. Their 
first son was born on May, 1907, and by 
an ancient custom of the Kingdom is 
known as the Prince of the Asturias. 


ROCKEFELLERS BUY ESTATE. 


William G. and Percy May Open a 
Residential Park at Greenwich.

GREBPNWICH, Conn., June 22.—William 
G. Rockefeller, son of William Rockefeller 
and nephew of John D. Nockefeller, the 
young, man who is gaid to be slated for 
the next head of the Standard Oil Com- 
pany, together with his cousin, Percy 
Rockefeller, is preparing to buy up es- 
tates here, which in area and value will 
perhaps oOutrival the vast estates of John 
D. Rockefeller at Tarrytown, N. Y. It is 
reported that they intend to open up a 
residential park with their own residences 
as a centre. 

This week the two young men, who 
already own between them land amount- 
ing to about 400 acres, have bought from 
William Rockefeller 148 acres near their 
own places. It is also reported that deal- 
ings are going on whereby several hun- 
dred acres more will be added from the 
adjacent farms, William Rockefeller was 
a resident of this town and had a large 
estate. He left about ten years ago, it is 
said, on account of disagreements over 
taxes on his place, but never relinquished 
his property. 

Willlam G. and Percy Rockefeller own 
adjacent residences, which are in sharp 
contrast to other other. William G. Rock- 
efeller lives in an old-fashioned farm- 
house, and Percy Rockefeller in a sixty- 
four-room mansion, sald to be the finest 
in Fairfield County.

LYNCH SIX NEGROES 
FOR A MURDER PLOT 


Angry Whites Take Them from 
Texas Jail After Overpow- 
ering the Jailer. 


FIVE HANGED TO ONE TREE 


Sixth Man Shot—Three Other Negroes 
Slain—State Troops Guard 


Two Prisoners.

HOUSTON, Texas, June 22.—A reign of 
terror exists in Sabine County as a re- 
sult of troubles between whites and 
blacks. Six negroes were taken from the 
county jail in Hemphill last night by a 
mob and five were hanged and one was 
shot. They were charged with the mur- 
der of Hugh A. Dean, a young white man 
of Geneva. 

The mob of about 150 armed men 
marched into Hemphill at midnight, over- 
powered the jailer, and took from him 
the keys of the jail. Then they took out 
these six negroes: 

Frank Williams, aged 20 years; Jerry 
Evans, aged 22 years; Will Johnson, aged 
24 years; Moss Spellman, aged 24 years; 
Cleve Williams, aged 27 years; Will Man- 
uel, aged 25 years. 

Five of the negroes were hanged to the 
limbs of one tree. Williams tried to 
escape and was shot.

NOT ALL HARMONY HERE 


Ex-Secretary Shaw Tells a Story and 
Says “Criminal Prosecutions Are 
Not the Aim of Government.” 


Gov. Hughes, at the ratification meet+ 
ing of the Republican Club last night, 
sounded the keynote for the coming politi- 
cal campaign, praised Secretary Taft, and 
enunciated the higher principles to which 
the Republican Party must, in his judg+ 
ment, adhere if it is to triumph. 


While the Governor's speech, after first 
explaining his position regarding the ine- 
structed delegates, was entirely compli- 
mentary to Secretary Taft and hopeful for 
the result of the election, those who 
heard it were apprised of a lack of 
harmony in the Republican organization 
and noted a tendency on the part of two 
of the speakers at least to criticise Presi- 
dent Roosevelt and warn Secretary Taft 
not to follow ais “ policies." Another 
noticeable feature of the ratification meete 
ing, too, was the fact that the nomines 
for Vice President, James S. Shermah, 
got more applause than Secretary Taft. 

It was at the Republican Club several 
months ago that Gov. Hughes announced 
his willingness to stand‘ for the nominaé 
tion for the Presidency.

Roosevelt and Taft at Boat Race. 


President Roosevelt with Secretary 
William H, Taft will both witness the 
Yale-Harvard boat race on the Thames 
at New London next Thursday. 

This fact makes necessary a change in 
Secretary Taft’s plans for the latter part 


of the present week. The Secretary had 
arranged tentatively with the President 
to confer with him at Oyster Bay on Fri- 
day.

He 
will arrive at New London on the Sylph 
directly from Oyster Bay, and he prob- 
ably would not be able to get back to his 
home at Sagamore Hill In time for such 
a conference on Friday as he desires to 
have with Secretary Taft and Gen. 
Wright. ' , 

Secretary Taft and Gen. Wright wilt ge 
to Oyster Bay on Saturday morning for 
an extended conference. It has not been 
determined yet whether the. Secretary 
will remain at Sagamore Hill Saturday 
night, but it is not unlikely that he may. 
It is his present intention, as he stated 
to-night, to return to Washington some 
time on Sunday, although he thought it 
likely he might not reach the National 
capital until Monday morning. 

At the conference with the President, 
Secretary Taft and his successor, Gen. 
Wright, will consider pending matters 
before the War Deparment, and in addi- 
tion the Secretary will discuss with Pres- 
ident Roosevelt thé selection of a Re- 
publican National Chairman. 

Secretary Taft will go to New York 
on Friday morning. It is believed that 
the conference there will relate to the se- 
lection of a Chairman of the Republican 
National Committee. It_is not unlikely 
that he may meet Mr. Frank H. Hitch- 
cock, the ashington manager of his 
preliminary campaign for the nomination, 
as it is known that it is Mr. Hitchcock's 
intention to come East for at least a 
brief vacation. 

The Secretary indicated definitely that 
no intimation of an announcement con- 
cerning the selection of a Chairman 
would be made until after the meetin 
of the sub-committee of the Nationa 
nee in Washington on the ist of 
uly. 


TAFT HURRIES ACROSS TOWN. 


Arrives Late and Just -Catches Train 
to New Haven. 


Secretary Taft’s train into Jersey City 
was forty-five minutes late yesterday 
morning, and when he drove in all haste 
to the Manhattan Hotel, where he was 
to meet Mrs. Taft and their son Chariie, 
he found that they had not waited for 
him, but had gone on to New Haven on 
the train they had originally intended to 
take. 

By a bit of hustling, which the news- 
paper men who are following the Secrc- 
tary have learned, already is one of the 
things most characteristic of him, despite 
his personal bulk, he managed to catch 
the Springfield Express out of the Grand 
Central Station at 11 o’clock. He and his 
party had no more than slipped through 


the gates, breath coming in jerks and 
handkerchiefs working overtime, than the 
conductor shouted All aboard,”’ and 
everybody sprinted for the parlor car at 
the head of the train. It was a very 
lively connection. 

The candidate was accompanied from 
Cincinnati! by Judge Howard C. Hollister 
of that city, also of Yale ’78; Ralph Clark, 
also of Cincinnati, Yale ’98; James Will- 
jams, Frank Hitchcock’s process secretary, 
and Frank B. Kellogg of trust suit fame. 
Tne two last named stayed in New York 
and Mr. Taft and Judge Hollister went 
on to New Haven, accompanied by a 
small army of newspaper men. 

On his way over from Jersey City on 
the fer Mr. Taft posed for the news- 
paper photographers, shook hands with 
about every man, woman, and child on 
the boat, and fended off the battery of 
questions directed at him. He refused to 
talk politics in any way, declining both 
to reply to Mr. Bryan's attack on the 
Republican platform and to discuss the 
Chairmanship of the new National Com- 
mittee. Asked in desperation by a young 
reporter what he thougbt the outcome of 
the campaign would be he replied with a 
very broad smile: 

“Well, we all have to be optimists.” 
Pressed further, he said: ‘‘ Now, gentle- 
men, you are in the prophecy business. 
I am_not.”’ Asked about the rumor that 
he Was going to accompany Secretary 
Root to Muldoon's for the bracing-up 
treatment, he replied with a laugh:

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ROOSEVELT POLICIES 
MUST GO ON-TAFT 


“They Are Right and Are the 
Policies of the People,” the 
Secretary Writes. 


— 


HiS VIEW OF PRESIDENCY 


Executive Must Always Be Near the 
People— The Lonelliest Man 
In the United States. 


Secretary of War Taft, the nominee for 
President on the Republican ticket, in 
the current issue of Coliler’'s Weekiy gives 
his conception of the Presidency and sets 
forth some views that might be con- 
strued as a political platform of his own. 
The continuation of.the Roosevelt poli- 
cies {s, in Mr. Taft's view, the most im- 
portant thing that the next President 
must undertake, 

Mr. Taft writes as follows: 

‘‘In the four years that I have been a 
member of the Cabinet I have become 
familiar enough with the responsibilities 
and burdens of the Presidency to know 
that no man oan afford unduly to seek 
that great office. If he is attracted by 
honor and power alone, without the hope 
of being useful, he is unworthy of the 
honor and unfit for the use of the power. 
He must prefer, for the sake of his own 
peace of mind, never to be President to 
being a poor President. 

“ Confident that the platform on which 
he stands is for the best interests of the 
Nation, he ts untrue to himself and his 
supporters if he does not fight valiantly 
for election after he accepts the leader- 
ship. But, of course, he must draw the 
line at any compact which will not leave 
him free of promises and of the control 
of any faction. 

“The President’s duties, clearly out- 
lined by the Constitution, have grown 
broader in their interpretation with the 
growth of the country. He should be in 
the prime of years, health and vigor. The 
capacity for hard work fs a better equip- 
ment than gentus in mastering the essen- 
tials of all the departments of the Gov- 
ernment and undergoing the strain of 
countless interviews. He should look not 


only to those in office but to those out, 


of office in all branches of private ac- 
tivity for information and opinion in or- 
der that he may arrive at the truth when 
he is surrounded by the conflict ‘of in- 
terests which come to him with the fair 
words of the special pleader. 

‘‘In many senses, though the most 
sought after, he is the loneliest man fn 
the United States. Dlected directly by 
the people, their representative head, from 
them, in the seber thought of the major- 
ity, he will get his best counsel. They, 
as a whole, view public affairs unselfshly. 
Though indifference or preoccupation with 
private affairs may keep them from at- 
tending primaries or scanning closely 
either candidate or measures, they can 
centre on the President as their instru- 
ment the expression of their wishes. 

‘*He should be always near the people 
in thought, and as near them in person 
as his position will permit. In common 
with the people, he is human and he 
must ask their charity for his mistakes. 
When they have ceased to believe in his 
sincerity and uprightness of purpose, his 
is a cheerless task. Orce convinced that 
he has divined and is carrying out 
their rea] wish, neither elated by any 
ephemeral outburst of applause nor di- 
verted by any outburst of censure, he 
must proceed unwaveringly, always by 
lawful methods, to the accomplishment of 
the popular will. 

“From Washington he may learn no- 
bility, fortitude, and forthrightness, Lin- 
coln’s life and apeeches must be his source 
of inspiration when he is misunderstood 
and he has to say to himself, ‘ Patience 
and cheer.’ It is easier since we had 
Lincoln than it was before to be a good 
President. He set a standard. 

“It remained for Roosevelt to prove 
how the people will respond to a strong 
and true leadership when the hour has 
come for great reforms. The policies 
which he inaugurated must be continued 
and developed. They are right, and they 
are the policies of the people. For that 
reason his successor may well disregurd 
any charge of lack of originality if he 
does not make an entirely new programme 
of his own. 

“A President at this time has work be- 
fore him clearly defined. The enforce- 
ment of the law, equally against high and 
low, the powerful and the weak, should 
be his first thought. The danger to our 
country from laxity or favoritism in thjs 
is the greatest one we have to face. ‘Phe 
conservation of our National resources 
and their development for the use of all 
along the lines of equal opportunity, too, 
must command his immediate attention. 

“It should be his aim to give high tone 
to his administration, as Mr. Roosevelt 
has, by surrounding himseif with men of 
earnest, enthusiastic interest in the public 
weal, and of the cleanest but most-effec- 


tive methods.”

Prediction That He Will Carry North 
Carolina, Tennessee, and Kentucky.

BALTIMORE, Md., June 22.—Several 
Southern States will swing into the Taft 
column according to the prediction of E. 
C. Duncan of North Carolina, one of the 
Receivers of the Seaboard Air Line. Mr. 


Duncan is a Republican,” but declares he 
is taking no partisan view, but basing 
his prediction upon talks with business 
men in the South. 

“Taft, I believe,’’ said Mr. Duncan to- 
day, “ will get the electoral vote of North 
Carolina, Tennessee, and Kentucky. I 
hesitate to speak for Maryland, but it will 
not be out of pace for me to predict it 
for Taft. In irginia the Republicans 
have a fighting chance. In North Caro- 
lina, Kentucky, and Tennessee the Bryan 
element is in control, but there is growing 
dissension in the party ranks that 
amounts to almost revolt.

Many of them have never voted anything 
else but. a Democratic ticket, but they 
prefer Taft to Bryan The jatter they 
think too radical, and to put him in the 
Presidential chair would deal the busi- 
ness interests of the country a staggering 
blow. Having brought his party to defeat 
twice, there is a feeling that Mr. Bryan 
should give way to other party leaders, 
In the event that he does not he will have 
trouble in the South. 

“As a matter of fact the so-called solid 
South is a myth. Party lines are not so 
closely adhered to as formerly. It is no 
uncommon thing for a Southern State to 
break away from the Democratic Party, 
evidences of which are Kentucky, Mary- 
land, and Missouri. The business men of 
the South now vote for men and meas- 
ures,”’ 


CONNERS SAYS TAFT IS WEAK. 


Thinks Democrats Can Win Presidenoy 
and Defeat Hughes In New York. 


Chairman William J. Conners of the 
Democratic State Committee is as much 
of an optimist as Secretary Taft. He 
communicated with Charles F. Murphy 
of Tammany Hdll yesterday, and after- 
ward made optimistic statements of the 
chances of Democratic success in the 


State and Nation this Fall. He was 
asked what he thought of the Republican 
ticket.

What 
the platform might have to say about 
injunctions he would not guess, but he 
was sure that what it did say would 
mean something.

BERRY HAS MONEY PLANK. 


Pennsylvanian Wants Democrats to 
Declare Against Banknotes.

PHILADELPHIA, June 22.—It is the 
belief of ex-State Treasurer Berry that 
the Democratic campaign will again be 
fought on the money issue. Mr. Berry 
favors a platform without evasions, and 
while not a delegate to the convention he 
will present a declaration on the financial 
question to the Committee on Resolu- 
tions. As. Mr. Bryan wrote to Berry in- 
dorsing the views presented by the then 
State Treasurer at the Democratic ban- 
quet at the Hotel Walton in this city on 
Feb. 1 last, the platform to be proposed 


by Mr. Berry is regarded: as Mr. Bryan's 
present point of view. 

As Mr. Berry ts believed to be Bryan's 
choice as his running mate, further sig- 
nificance attaches to the proposed plank, 
which is as follows: 


The country is and for eight months has 
been in the grip of a disastrous financial 
panic, when every providential circumstance 
is favorable to unlimited prosperity. Hun- 
dreds of thousands of workmen have been 
reduced to beggary by months of idleness, 
and capital has suffered in like proportion. 

Defective currency laws are responsible 
this condition, and the Republican 

Party is clearly proved to be neither de- 
sirous nor capable of devising a sound 
financial system or of adequately dealing 
with the conspiracies that stifle industry 
and enslave our workingmen through the 
periodic wrecking of our credit system. 

Because of the relative scarcity of legal- 
tender money in circulation, it is impossible 
for the banks to secure sufficient cash re- 
serve to safely float the credit necessary to 
finance our industries. on a scale that will 
give employment to all our people. The 
banks collectively have been attempting to 
finance the country on legs than half the 
known safe limit of reserve against depos- 
its, or less than 7% per cent, This hag re- 
sulted in a collapse or credit, a wreck of 
confidence, and widespread disaster to cap- 
ital and labor. 

An increase of legal-tender currency is 
therefore absolutely necessary to the safe 
conduct of business on a scale that will give 
employment to all our people and enable 
them, by reason of the demand for their 
services, to secure just wages, and also en- 
able their employers, by reason of the de- 
mand for thelr products, *o profitably pay 
just wages. 

The alternative is before us. We must 
have more legal-tender money, or a chronic 
condition of scant employment, lower wages, 
strikes, lock-outs, and disorder. We, there- 
fore, demand the immediate enactment of 
Ja that will provide: 

First—An automatic increase in our legal- 
tender paper currency, to be issued by and 
in the name of the Government, in answer 
to the demands of business, as tndicated by 
the willingness of holders to rurrender and 
exchange the interest-beaxing bonds of the 
Government for non-interast-bearing reserve 
notes at current rates. 

Second—The maintenance of a safe per- 
cent, of reserve (to be fixed by the lew) tn 
cash in every bank against deposits. 

Third—To assure the parity of Govern- 
ment notes with gold by pledging the bor- 
rowing power and the taxing power of the 
Nation to maintain gold redemption of the 
notes on demand, buying bonds to increase 
the currency, and selling bonds when neces- 
sary to replenish the gold redemption fund. 

The time has arrived to abandon forever 
the impossible and unjust endeavor to sub- 
stitute banknotes for legal-tender money. 
Banknotes, however, issved or secured, are 
a form of credit, and require a reserve of 
legal-tender money behind them as do other 
forms of bank credit, and the problem be- 
fore us is to provide the necessary legal- 
tender money for this purpose.

ONINJUNCTION PLANK 


Wade Ellis Says It Is Not Mere 
Reiteration of Law, but a 
Step Forward. 


TAFT SAW PLATFORM DRAFT 


President Didn’t See the Part Refer 
ring to Him Before Its Adop- 
tlon, Says Mr. Ellis, 


Special to The New York Times, 

COLUMBUS, Ohio, June 22.—At the re- 
quest of Secretary Taft, Attorney General 
Wade’ H. Ellis to-night issued a state- 
ment on the Republican National plat- 
form in response to the criticisms upon it 
by W. J. Bryan. The statemént quotes 
Mr. Bryan's attack upon the ant!-injuno- 
tion plank, and in reply says: 

“Upon this subject Mr. Bryan's criti- 
cism exhibits his ugudal reckleasness of 
statement and readiness to assume that 
his own lack of information must be the 
prevailing condition. 

“The charge that the Republican 
declaration with respect to the use of the 
writ of injunction was designed to de 
ceive laboring men is unworthy of a 
candidate for President, and his ‘further 
charge that this plank merely declares 
existing law and will give no relief in 
those cases in which there has been an 
abuse of the discretion or apprehension 


of it, is unworthy of any lawyer who 
has examined this question. 

“The anti-injunction resolution is a 
frank, clear statement of the Republican 
Party's position on a question on ‘which 
others have been attempting to deceive 
labor. 

“The sole basis of any rational com- 
laint as to the issuance of injunctions 
n labor cases has been of the use of the 
writ without notice and of the long de- 
lays in some instances which have inter- 
vened before the hearing of the case. The 
present statute does not require any notice 
at all before the granting of a temporary 
order, and it is entirely within the dis- 
cretion of the court to postpone to any 
time the Judge may _ see ‘fit a hearing 
upon a question of an injunction. . The 
Republican plank simply declares that 
notice shal always be oe unless irrép- 
arable injury may result from delay, and 
in such case there shall be a speedy hear- 
ing provided. 

“In other words, the platform declara- 
tion is designed to give assurance that 
what is now the general practice in Fed- 
eral courts shall be’ made universal by 
statute in order that hereafter no cause 
of complaint or misapprehension shall re- 
main. his may not satisfy the extrem- 
ists on either hand, but it was not ex- 
pected to do that. 

“All that any one wants !s that the 
owers of the Federal courts with respect 
o the use of the injunction shall be 
accurately defined by statute to the end 
that all occasions for complaint in labor 
cases, which happily have been rare in 
the past, shall para 4 Saeed altogether in the 
future. The Republican plank points to 
a simple and straightforward way of 
achieving the purpose. 

‘“‘Next, as to those who olaim to have 
discovered that the Republican platform, 
as finally adopted by the convention, was 
changed in several particulars with the 
intention to displease or disappoint the 
President or Secretary Taft. The fact 
is that every plank, and practically every 
sentence, was submitted to and a proved 
by Mr. Taft before its adoption, although 
none of the paragraphs especially refer- 
ring to the work of the present Admin- 
istration was submitted to the Presi- 


dent.

|; this card in the King’s own hand: “ To

'for her happiness, from Edward R.” 
Below it was the Queen’s present, a 
| bracelet similarly set with diamonds, 
but with a single ruby in the place of 
the cat’s eye. 

There were five cases of jewels, of 
which the most conspicuous were a 
{diamond headpiece and a diamond col- 
llar, gifts, respectively, of Mrs. and Mr. 
| Reid. Each of these pieces contains 
over a hundred diamonds, some of 
which are nearly a quarter of an inch 
in diamet3r.

Union of Regular and State 
Troops First Move to /Make 
America a Military Power. 


PRAISES PINE PLAINS CAMP

Brooklyn Guardsmen Dig a Trench 1!2 
Miles Long and Then Fight 
Hard Defending It.

PINE PLAINS CAMP, N. Ys, June 22.— 
The War Department has perfected a plan 
for the virtual amalgamation into @ 


standing army of 250,000 men ready to} 


answer the call of the President of all 
the reguiar and National Guard tr 
the United States. Assistant Se 
of War Oliver, who is now at Pine Camp 
witnessing the Department of the East 
manoeuvres, gave out this information 
this afternoon. 

Secretary Oliver, in outlining the plan 
for the reorganization of the National 
and State troups, declared that the word 
militiamen is now a misnomer, and that 
the State trocps are at this moment Unit- 
ed States Volunteers. 

The War Department plan means noth- 
ing more nor less than that the moment 
this country gets into trouble thé so-called 


National Guard organizations will cease 
to exist as such, and immediately become 
active units of the regular army, abso- 
lutely under the control of the President 
and the Secretary of War. 2 

“This scheme,” said Gen. Oliver, is 
the first move in the plan to make this 
country a military power. Before this 
we have had no authority over the State 
troops, better known, perhaps, as mililia 
and National Guard organizations. What 
we propose to do is to organize these 
State troops and al] the regular forces 
into eight army corps, and the New Eng- 
land States, New York, and other States 
in the military division known as the 
Department of the East will constitute the 
First Army Corps. 

‘The manoevure grounds here on Pine 
Plains if the,Government buys them wil 
be the place where the ational and 
State troops that will be in this First 
Army Corps, will have their field train- 
ing. In other words it means that two 
years hence 50,000 men will be mobilized 
on this plain. A 

“ As Pi present planned the War De- 

artment will be able to put into the 
jeld almost immediately an army of 
250,000 men, part of them being regu- 
lars and the remainder under the system 
of instruction. 

“This new plan obviates all possibility 
of confusion in the event of a sudden call 
to arms. There will be no troops’ around 
the country in haphazard fashion; every 
regiment, regular and State, will know ex- 
actly where it belongs and where it is 
to go. The plan will facilitate every feat- 
ure of mobilization. It will be my duty 
to put this a into operation, but should 
the necessity arise, my successor can 
carry on the work without the slightest 
interruption so perfectly and so thor- 
oughly worked out are the ptans of the 
department. 

“ Prior to the passage of the Dick law 
ithe President of the United States had 
| practically no power at all over the 
militia organizations. But now, in view 
lof the recent legislation, a militiaman

The city sweltered and sighed and 
gasped under a blazing sun yesterday, | 
and the weather man sees no relief in 
sight before to-morrow.

the news that the heat wave would pass 
off in New York and adjoining States 
on Wednesday. The iocal forecaster says, 


however, that it will ‘‘continue to be 
warm on Wednesday.” 

The mercury stood at 76 esterday 
morning at 8 o’clock. It rose slowly but 
steadily until at noon it stood at 84. Just 
one hour later it had jumped up two more 
points, 86 marking its highest reach for 
the day. After that it kept going down, 
until at 5:15 the lowest temperature, 74, 
was reached. 

There wasn't any wind in New York 
yesterday until late in the afternoon. Out 
in the middle and lower Ohio Valleys the 
mercury went in some ptaces ten degrees 
higher than it went in this city. Cleve- 
land had 92 in the shade and Chicago 
scored 94 , 

A telegram, alleged to be reassuring, 
from Mount Weather, Va., said that a 
kite had gone some 5,700 feet up in the 
air and showed that up there the tem- 
perature was fifteen degrees less than it 
was in the Virginia town and many de- 
grees lower than in New York and Chi- 
cago. 

There is a very serious side to the heat 
that New York has already known in the 
last three days. The poor in the east 
side, and other sections with the same 
problems, are suffering excessively al- 
ready. Charity workers are frightened 
by the prospect before them this Summer. 

Since the money stringéncy of last Win- 
ter a great many poor people have sut- 
fered more than usual do for Jack of food. 
Some people are hungry In a large c'ty 
in ood years as well as in baa, but 1908 
has seen, and will see, more than tne 
usual number of hungry people, charity 
people say. 

The physical constitutions of the suf- 
ferers have been gradually undermined 


by lack of proper food, ana now any ex-} 


tremity of weather, cold or hot, pressed 
down on them hard.

STANDARD OIL’S DEFENSE. 


Methods of Cutting Out Rivals to be 
Told To-day. 


The Government’s suit against the 
Standard Oil Company will be resumed 
to-day before Special Examiner Franklin 
Ferriss in the new Custom House. Frank 
B. Kellogg, the Government’s lawyer, has 
produced a confused impression of the 
Standard's methods in selling oil to the 
railroads, the Standard’'s lawyers say, and 
their efforts will now be devoted to hav- 
ing witnesses explain the seemingly con- 
fused system, 

It will be shown, they declare, that 
when the Galena-Signal Company's oil, 


one of the products manufactured by the 
Standard’s subsidiary, was introduced ty 
came into competition with much cheaper 
lubricants, and because of this the rail- 
roads were slow to purchase it. To over- 
come this objection and obtain an intro- 
duction for its oils, the Galena company 
offered to furnish oil for a year to any 
railroad at a price that would not exceed, 
and bes ay be less, than 90 per cent. ot 
the road’s cost of lubrication for the pre- 
ar, without knowing what that 
cost had been. The Galena company then, 
at its own expense, put its own experts 
on the roads with which it had contracts 
to instruct the operating department. it.

SAVAGE ENJOINS HITCHCOCK. 


Says Actor Violated Contract by Ap- 
pearing at the Circle Last Night. 


Raymond Hitchcock, the comedian, made 
his first, and possibly his last, appear- 
ance in “‘ The Merry-Go-Round” at. the 
Circle Theatre last night. Immediately 
after the performance he was served with 
an injunction by Deputy United States 
Marshal Klemm. The temporary injunc- 
tion, designed to prevent the comedian’s 
further appearance in the production at 
the Circle until he appears in the United 
States District Court to explain an al- 
leged breach of contract, was issued yes- 
terday by Judge \Holt and was made re- 
turnable on June 27. Hitchcock will ap- 
pear.in court to-day and will be repre- 
sented by his attorney, Max Steuer, the 
lawyer who recently defended him. 

The complainants against Hitchcock are 
Heury W. Savage, Arthur Tans, Karl 
Schmidt, and Mare Klaw, who alleged that 
the actor entered into a contract with 
them in 1907 to play only in their produc- 
tions throughout the years 1907, 1908, and 
1909. When Felix Isman first announced 
that he had engaged Hitchcock for a pe- 
riod of four years and that he would 
open in “The Merry-Go-Round ”’ a.repre- 
sentative of Mr. Savage stated that the 
Savage contract had not expired, but 
could not definitely state whether that 


manager would take any definite stand in 
the matter. 

Mr. Savage's representative has said 
that some time ago Hitchcock told Sav- 
age he had an offer for Summer work 
from Felix Isman and would like to ac- 
cept it. Mr. Savage’s reply was that the 
thing could be settled if Hitchcock would 
bring a letter from Mr. Isman stating the 
facts of the case and making a provision 
which would enable Mr. Savage to give 
notice when he ‘would himself require 
Hitchcock again, Mr. Savage heard noth- 
i more about the matter until the pub- 
lished announcement of the Isman_ con- 
tract. He had planned to have Hitch- 
cock play a season or two in London un- 
til recent events should-be forgotten. Mr. 
Savage is President of the National The- 
atrical Producing Managers, which is 
making a special effort to prevent “‘ con- 
tract fumping.” 

Mrs. Hitchcock, known on the stage as 
Flora Zabelle, did not appear, as an- 
nounced. The management explained that 
she was ill with a cold, but would make 
her début with the company in another 
week. .

3,500 PLAY “SKAT” 
IN CARD CONGRESS 


They Pack Grand Central Palace 
and Reduce the Visible 
Supply of Beer. 


A JOB FOR. THE COUNTERS 


4,000 Delegates Going to Coney To- 
day, Following Receptions at 
Two Breweries. 


_—— 


Last night’s skat playing by 3,500 Ger- 
mans at the Grand Central Palace was 
something like the real thing. New York's 
policemen allowed the sale of beer. The 
first night’s play of the members of the 
North American Skat League on Sunday 
night was without beer. Sizzling water 
and plain hydrant water was a pale sub- 
stitute. 

The Eleventh Congress of the North 
American Skat League began gathering 
on Saturday morning. The card players 
of this scientific game came from all 
parts of the country, and even Saxony 
was represented. 

The play for the hundred prizes, of 
which the: largest is $1,000, offered by 
Herman Ridder, Treasurer of the league, 
did not begin until Sunday night. Some 
2,600 players sat down at the little tables, 
and cards were dealt until midnight, each 
skat master having charge of fifty tables, 
At the end of each row of fifty tables 
was @ huge wooden box, and into this 
went the records of the plays. These 
will all have to be counted to find out 
the winners of the many prizes. 

On' Sunday night a good many members 
of the league did not care to play. It 
wasn’t skat when waiters brought in 
water’: when one asked for Wurzburger. 
Last night every member played. Every 
foot of floor space was covered with 
players. In the end the tables flowed 
up on the stage. 

And the waiters served all the beer that 
anybody wanted. 

What is skat? It is a popular German 
card game, for one thing. To the outsider 
who looks at it for the first time it seems 
to be a complicated and difficult thing 
to play, although a pamphlet distributed 
by the congress now in session says that 
skat is really easy, and that all skat 
players should do. missionary work by 
showing how easy it really Is. 

Hoyle’s Encyclopedia of Indoor Games 
gives twenty-seven pages to the descrip- 
tion of skat. It reads as if it were harder 
than “Old Maid,’ anyhow. It is played 
with thirty-two cards, all below the seven 
being dropped’ out of the deck. Three 
men play the game, a fourth usually 
dealing and sharing with the two whoare 
opposed in play to the one who is trying 
to carry it for himself. The one who 
makes the trump is called the spieler. 
His two adversaries are called gegners. 

The object of each player in the begin- 
ning is to obtain the privilege of attempt- 
ing to accomplish a certain task, which igs 
known as. his game, and which he must 
be able to carry through against the com- 
bined. efforts of the two other players. 
The three bid for the game and he who 
bids the greatest number of points must 
be selected as the spleler. r 

The spieler can either play. to win or 
loge, in which latter case he schemes to 
lose every trick, there being no trump 
suit. A positive-playing spieler must 
make 61 points te win, and he is re- 
warded for making more than that num- 
ber. ° 
There hasn’t been any officlal count of 
the records made Saturday night, but it 
was learned that Max Erdtman of the 
Brooklyn Skaf Club had made a score of 
23 net games won. That brought him at 
least in the neighborhood of the $1,000 
prize. 

The play last night went on until mi4- 


night and then the counting began. The 
committee came prepared to put in all 
the time after midnight and up to 10 
o'clock this morning counting the records 
deposited in the skat masters’ boxes. Fol- 
lowing was the Counting Committee: O. R, 
Gehrke of Milwaukee, Otto Wrangel of 
Philadelphia, Paul Abraham of* Passaic, 
N. J.; Emil Porger, F. H. Gerber, Adolf 
Lehnhoff of New York, and M. M. Jonas 
of Chicago. 

While their husbands and brothers were 
playing skat the 600 women, who are here 
for a good time, were up at Terrace 
Garden enjoying themselves. They had a 
play (drama, not skat,) of their own, 
and talked about what a great place 
New York is. 

The only. woman at the Grand Central 
Palace last. night was Mrs. P. Leder of 
113 East Fourteenth Street, who has been 
the mascot of the players in their Na- 
tional tournaments for several years past. 
The 8,500’ skat players wouldn't consider 
that the game was going on at all un- 
less she were in sight, covered with the 
badges of the clubs from the different 
cities and sections of the United States 
and Germany. She is a small woman, 
but she manages to carry the badges. 

The counters will finish their work 
this morning at 10 o’clock. At 11 there 
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will be two receptions to the members of 
the congress—one at Jacob Ruppert’s 
brewery, Third Avenue and . Ninety-sec- 
ond Street, and the other at Bernheimer 
& Schwartz's, Amsterdam Avenue and 
127th Street. This afternoon the 4,000 will 
go to Coney Island, and to-night will see 
the climax of the congress. This will be 
the Commers at Terrace Garden. Amer- 
icans would call it a stag party. The 
men will smoke and drink and hear the 
report on the games and see the prizes 
awarded. Meanwhile their women folk 
will be sitting in another part of Ter- 
race Garden a themselves.

RUSSIAN COMPOSER DIES. 


Rimsky-Korsakoff Ranked Tschaikow- 
sky as Creator of National Opera. 


ST. PETERSBURG, June 22.—The death 
of Prof. Rimsky-Korsakoff, which. oc- 
curred at his country estate, has made 
a deep impression in the musical world 
in St. Petersburg. 


to long and appreciative articles on the 
composer, who, they say, ranked Tschai- 
kowsky and Glinka as the creator of the 
Russian national opera. 

M. Rimsky-Korsakoff came from a 
nautical family, whose members furnished 
commanders for the Russian navy for 
two centuries. He himself produced his 
first symphony while a naval cadet. The 
opera ‘“ Pikovtianka,’’ presented at the 
Imperial Opera in 1873, was the first of 


a long series which he produced, a series 
which included ‘‘Sadko,” one of the 
favorites of the Russian stage, and 
“ Snegouruchka,” which is now meeting 
with considerable success in Paris. The 
librettos of M. Rimsky-Korsakoff were 
usually taken from Russian folk lore. His 
last work, entitled ‘‘ Legends of Kitech,’’ 
was presented last season at Moscow. 
The theme of this work was so mournful 
that many of the audience were moved to 
tearg. 

Hé continued writing until recently in 
spite of sufferings which he endured 
from paroxysms of asthma. He was 64 
years of age. 


CHRISTIAN BURCKY DEAD. 


Chicago Pioneer Restaurant Keeper 
“Made His Pile and Quit.” 


CHICAGO, June 22.—Christian Burcky, 
one of the pioneer restaurant proprietors 
of’ Chicago, died yesterday at his resi- 
dence.

THE ROTTERDAM IN, 
ENDS FIRST VOYAGE 


New Liner Has Larger State- 
rooms Than Any Vessel 
Ever Seen Here. 


VIBRATION IS_ ELIMINATED 


Has Electric Ventilators, Glass Win- 
dows to Shield Promenade Deck, 
and New Fire Apparatus. 


The new Holland-Amerika liner Rotter- 
dam arrived in port yesterday morning 
with 152 cabin passengers, after making 
the passage from Rotterdam in eight 
The Rotterdam is a vessel of 24,- 
170 registered gross tonnage, built at Bel- 
fast by the firm of Harland & Wolff. 
She is 677 feet over all, has 78 feet beam, 
and 56 feet depth of hold. Her speed guar- 
antee was 17 knots, but she made 18 at 
the trial trip, and averaged it for days on 
the voyage over. 

The ‘Rotterdam has twin-screw engines 
of 14,000 horse power, each so constructed 
that the vibration is barely felt at all in 
the first-class cabins or the various salons 
for dining, music, lounging, or smoking. 
The principal feature is the amount of 


space on deck, and below in the cabins 
and dining saloons. The corridors are 
wide, and the staterooms are larger than 
those of any other steamer that has come 
into the port of New York so far. 

In addition to the twelve suites de luxe 
on the promenade deck, there are fifty-four 
single cabins in the first-class which have 
bathrooms attached; in all there are 100 
bathrooms in the first cabin. Excellent 
ventilation is given to all quarters of the 
ship by twenty-two electric driven motors, 
which extract the foul air and drive in 
the fresh air, entirely eliminating the old 
method of zinc ventilators which were al- 
Ways getting out of order and being car- 
ried away in bad weather. 

The promenade deck, which has 12,000 
&quare feet of walking space, is much 
larger than that on any other liner in 
the trade. There are big mage glass win- 
dows at the sides of the s Ip. so that the 
passengers can go out on deck indepen- 
dent of weather conditions. Fire alarms 
are fitted in various parts of the ship, 
and she is also equipped with the latest 
fire extinguishing apparatus by means of 
chemical vapors without opening the 
hatches.

ROCK ISLAND ISSUES WEAK 


They Lead In the Movement—Position 
of Union Pacific Bonds—idie 
Cars Fewer, 


Unusually heavy sales of the securities 
forming the so-called Rock Island group, 
and resultant sharp declines in prices in 
those issues, led to general weakness in 
yesterday’s stock market. At the close 
of the day such losses as 8 points in Rock 
Island preferred, 1 point in the common, 
and 4% points in ’Frisco first preferred, 
2% points in the second preferred, and 1 
point in the common, had been recorded 
in the group directly under pressure, while 
declines running from 2 to 3 points were 
to be found in Union Pacific, Northern 
Pacifié, Reading, St. Paul, and other 
standard shares, Accompanying the 
movement in the Rock Island securities 
were numerous reports of a disturbing 
character, all of which were officially de- 
nied. The fact that the St. Louis & San 
Francisco lines have suffered heavily as 
a result of the floods in the Southwest, 
and that the road has interest payments 
amounting to more than $1,500,000 to meet 
on July 1, while its earnings are dwin- 
dling from the loss of traffic common to 
all roads, seemed to be the only real 
foundation .for the widespread reports 
regarding the position of the entire Rock 
Island group. Another matter which at- 
tracted some attention, although over- 
shadowed by the so-called ‘“ Rock 
was the further 
slight decline in the new Union Pacific 
refunding bonds. Interest in this issue is 
so general in the finanolal community and 
its price movements so closely watched 
that it is pertinent to set forth several 


‘| facts connected with the bonds hitherto 


overlooked. As for their market position 
it appears that upon the closing of the 
subscription list it was found that some 
of the larger subscriptions were evidently 
made for speculative purposes and in ex- 
pectations not justified by bond market 
conditions. An opportunity was made for 
speculative subscribers to dispose of their 
allotments at a small advance above the 
cost, which was 95%, less % per cent. 
commission, and to this end purchases 
were made in the market up to Friday 
last of all offerings above the amounts

. TOPICS IN WALL STREET. 


Brokers Explaining Bullishness, 


Brokers who have been advising a bul- 
lish attitude teward the market are very 
much puzzled and disgruntled because 
their predictions have not materialized 
thus far, and traders who have been fol- 
lowing this advice aré somewhat ‘queru- 
lous because of their disappointment in 
not obtaining expected profits. Any one 
who will take the trouble to read the 
market letters of a week or ten days ago 
will note the underlying optimism, not at 
all concealed by an apparent conservatism 
of expression. These market letters are 
read very carefully by the out-of-town 
traders and clients of the houses sending 
them, and the chances are that the posi- 
tion indicated as the correct one is taken 
and commitments made accordingly. Con- 
sequently the feeling induced by the re- 
actionary tendency of the market Is any- 
thing tut pleasant, and wire houses that 
have advised purchases of stocks are busy 
explaining and commenting on the failure 
of all obvious indications. Just at the 
moment these brokers have no particular 
desire to establish a new attitude toward 
the market and they are patiently wait- 
ing for a rally which will serve to let 
them out easily. 

* 


Absence of Support. 


Where was much comment yesterday on! 
what appeared to be the entire absence | 
ef support in the market and particularly 
4 nthe high-grade stocks. Those who had 
looked for a better market would have 
been satisfied apparently if they could 
have detected the intervening hand of the 
@o-called big interests trying to stay the 
Geoline and bring about a betterment. But 
from the opening of the market until 
the closing thereof there was nothing in 
that respect to give comfort. It was not 
admitted that the decline represented 
lgquidation by important holders of stocks, 
it was denied that the bears were depress- 
ing prices, nor was it admitted that the 
little traders, fearful of further reac- 
tion, were selling out. Politics, railroad | 
Gonditions, possible default in interest 
payments, and many other things were 
suggested as possible influences, but at 
the close of the day there was plenty of 
depression, but little of actual explanation. 
Those who had the temerity to buy stocks 
Were careful to utilize stop-loss orders. 


Rock Island Gossip. 


Even if there had been no gossip the 
action of the Rock Island stocks yester- 
day would have induced discussion as to 
the cause of the weakness. There was 
nothing in the news of special interest, 
but the tickers recorded the general talk 
with regard to possible difficulties in the 
matter of meeting interest charges on/ 
Frisco securities, particularly the notes. 
Just at the moment the Rock Island 
atocks are not important speculatively, 
but any piece of news or gossip which 
has to do with interest charges or passed 
dividends is likely to cause uncertainty 
and annoyance: Brokers as a general 
rule did not regard the Rock Island- 
Frisco gossip as a prime influencing fac- 
tor in the market, but they admited that 
it did not constitute anything helpful. 
The railroad situation at the moment 
ranks with the political situation in the 
matter of the fundamentals of the mar- 
Ket. If certain political developments 
could be assured, and the financing of 
various roads suitably adjusted and the 
earnings become satisfactory, all the ele- 
ments of a bill market would be present, 
according to the professionals. They ap- 
pear to ignore crop possibilities, but take 
it for granted that another bumper yield 
ig reasonably certain. 


Uncertainty of Outlook. 

Beeking some light on the general specu- 
Jative situation, a broker sent a tele- 
gram to one of his bankers on Friday 
asking what he thought of the outlook 
and the possibilities during the next two 
or three months. The answer came by mail 
yesterday morning, and it was not any too 
Gefinite. It said in part: “ You are in 
closer touch with speculative conditions 
than I am, and you ought to realize that 
the personal element will play a large 
pert in the situation until after election. 
By that I mean the general feeling in the 
matter of the political outlook. It seems 
to me that there is always some uncer- 
tainty where the election of a President 
ig concerned, and that uncertainty might 
mean an erratic stock market. The crops 
are not harvested yet, the railroads are 
not beginning to show improved earnings, 
labor is not passive but threatening, and 
Gensequently there are many things to 
feed the doubts of the doubtful. It is for 
you to judge whether the factors that are 
Gefinitely shaped are more powerful than 
those that are uncertain and that make 
fer uncertainty.” 


PITTSBURG ROAD FAILS. 


West Side Belt Road Owes Wabash 
Company $106,000. 


PITTSBURG, Penn., June 22.—F. H. 
Bkelding; President of the First National 
Bank, and H. W. McMasters of the Wa- 
bash Railroad, who were recently ap- 
pointed receivers of the Wabash-Pittsburg 
Terminal Railroad, were to-day also ap- 
pointed receivers for the West Side Belt 
Railroad by the United States Circuit 
Court. Their bond was fixed at $25,000. 

The receivers were appointed by Judge 
Young on petition of the Wabash Ralil- 
road Company. Reed, Smith, Shaw & 
Beal represented the petitioners and At- | 
torney Jarrett appeared for the defendant 
company. The Wabash Railroad puts in a 
claim for $106,000, the balance due on a 


promissory note given July 1, 1908.

ROCK ISLAND STOCKS 
ATTACKED BY BEARS 


Rumors Unfavorable to the Frisco 
System Circulated and Offi- 
cially Denied. 


THE BONDS ALSO SUFFER 


Reported That Mr. Harriman Blocked 
a Proposed Wells-Fargo Loan to 
the Frisco—its Treasury Posi- 
tion Improved. 


Under heavy selling, much of it said to 
have originated abroad by the bear opera- 
tors, the Rock Island stocks and bonds 
and the stocks of the Frisco Road. de- 
clined sharply yesterday to the accompani- 
ment of numerous reports unfavorable to 
the properties with special reference to 
the financial position of the St. Louls & 
San Francisoo. Official denial was given 
to the latter reports, and in reference to 
the others it was said that while the roads 
in the Rock Island-Frisco systems had 
suffered along with other roads from the 
floods in the West and Southwest, and 
were showing reduced earnings along 
with all other railroads, they were in no 
way seriously affected by these losses. 

It was added that there was nothing ifn 
the position of the Frisco to justify the 
reports put fn circulation in the financial 
district at the close of last week and 
which were repeated with even more em- 
phasis yesterday. 

The extent to which the securities of 
the system were affected yesterday is in- 
dicated by the losses recorded at the close 
of the day, including 1 point in Rock Isl- 
and common, 3 in the preferred, 4% in St. 
Louls & San Francisco first preferred, 
and 2% in the second preferred, while 
Rock Island collateral trust 5s sold from 
69 down to 63 on a very few sales, and 
the collateral 4s, following their sharp 
decline on Saturday, sold from 62 down to 
604%. Frisco refunding 4s, however, were 
firm at about the opening price of 69%, 
the last sale of the day being at 69%. The 
general market was weak In sympathy, all 
the leading issues scoring sharp declines. 

Rock Island insiders were disposed yes- 
terday to attribute the weakness of their 
securities to a bear attack. The sugges- 
tion, however, that a prominent Director 
of the Rock Island Company was among 
those whose selling of the stock and 
bond was responsible for the weakness 
which they showed was vigorously de- 
nied. Among the stories which were re- 
peated in Wall Street yesterday regarding 
these roads was one which aroused no lit- 
tle interest to the effect that the Frisco 
had recently practically completed ar- 
rangements for a loan from the Wells- 
Fargo Express Company when EB. H. Har- 
riman learned of the proposed loan’ and 
blocked it. 

A high official of the Rock Island and 
Frisco systems who was asked for in- 
formation yesterday in respect to this 
report would not discuss it except to say 
that no negotiations for such a loan were 
under way. He would neither admit nor 
deny that the loan had been proposed 
and had been vetoed by Mr. Harriman. 

Regarding the position of the Rock 
Island and Frisco lines an officer of ths 
Rock Island Company said yesterday: 

“There is nothing in the position of 
the roads to justify the stories which 
have been in circulation to-day. The 
treasury position of the Frisco has in 
fact recently been improved by reason of 
the sales of bonds which bave been ef- 
fected. We have, of course, suffered 
losses in earnings as have all other roads. 
As a matter of fact, however, the situa- 
tion in this respect promises to show 
s0me improvement very soon. Tho last 
week of this month should see the begin- 
ning of the movement of the Winter 
wheat crop. In Oklahoma this year there 
are 7,000 more car loads of wheat than 
there were last year, which will add 
something to our traffic."

TO AUCTION D., T. & I, NOTES. 


Another Move Made In the Proposed 
Reorganization of Road. 


Formal steps are to be taken this week 
to settle the status of the large block of 
Detroit, Toledo & Ironton notes taken by 
the United States Mortgage and Trust 
Company as security for a loan to Kley- 
bolte & Co., which loan was assumed 
several months ago by the Hollins inter- 
ests. Hollins & Co. came into control of 
a large additional amount of the notes 
of the road, which was placed in recelv- 
ers’ hands last February. 

It also became known yesterday that 
the Ramsey Committee, representing a 
number of noteholders of the road, Is 
likely to be enlarged by the addition of 
Newman Erb and one other new member. 
Mr. Erb said yesterday that if he went 
back on the committee, as he expected to 
do to-day or to-morrow, the Ramsey 
Committee would be in control of a ma- 
jority of the $5,500,000 note issue. This 
claim raises again the question of the 
control of this note issue, which the Hol- 
lins interests have claimed ever since the 
formation of the Morse Committee of 
Noteholders, which committee is working 
in harmony with Hollins & Co., while the 
Ramsey Committee is identified with note- 
holders who are opposed to the manage- 
ment of the road. 

Several months ago Hollins & Co. agreed 
to relieve the United States Mortgage and 
Trust Company of a loan of about $850,- 
000 to Kleybolte & Co., secured by the 
deposit of $1,208,000 notes of the Detroi 
Toledo & Ironton. In order to perfec 
legal title to the equity in this loan, it 
has been decided to sell it at public auo- 
tion, and formal notice of the sale on to- 
morrow has been given. It is understood 
that further sales will be held to dispose 
of other possible equities in the Joan, in- 
cluding those of individual underwriters 
of the note issue. 

The Hollins interests have already for- 
mulated a plan of reorganization for the 
Detroit, Toledo & Ironton, but it is under- 
stood that no effort will be made to put 
it into effect until earnings have improved 
and an opportunityis found to raise 
money. The plan originally was to de- 
velop the ro along with extensive coal 
fields in Tennessee controlled by the 


same interests, but the enactment of the 
Hepburn law put an end to these plans.

NEW ERA DAWNING 


He Quotes Sir Ernest Cassel as 
Saying Nothing Can Keep 
Off Good Times Here. 


; A SOUND BASIS REACHED 


The Augean Stables Cleaned and 
We're Done with Past Extrava- 
gances and Carelessness. 


Daniel Guggenheim was at his desk yes- 
terday at 165 Broadway after an absence 
of four months. He has brought back 
from Europe a store of confidence in the 
business outlook. On the other side he 
found men confident of an early resump- 
tion of business activity which had shown 
itself in the willingness of manufacturers 
to lay in supplies of copper at the low 
prices, The state of the copper metal 
market here was one of the first things 
he informed himself of on his return, and 
he said yesterday that his copper sales- 
men had told him that it was now possible 
to sell all the copper the company could 
produce at 13 cents per pound, where 
four months ago metal was hard to place 
around 12% cents. 

European confidence in a rapid return 
to prosperity in this country, Mr. Gug- 
genheim said, was well summed up in the 
views of Sir Ernest Cassel, the British 
financier and close friend and adviser of 
King Edward. Mr. Guggenheim said that 
he had a long’talk with him just after 
the flotation abroad of the Pennsylvania 
bond issue. ‘‘ Sir Ernest,’’ said Mr. Gug- 
genheim, “like every European financier 
I talked with, has absolute confidence 
in the ‘prosperity of this country. He 
bases it on the country’s economic po- 
sition. No country can produce so much 
foodstuffs and raw material as we de and 
not be prosperous. With such a wide 
range of climatic condition crep failures 
here are practically impossible, and with 
good crops we are bound to have pros- 
perity. 

‘During this last eight months of slow- 
ing down we have had a cleaning of 
Augean stables. When everything was 
swinging along at high pitch we got care- 
less. We scattered money too freely. 
There was too much waste. A big con- 
cern would hire a $20,000 a year man and 
pay hirn $25,000 or more, not so much be- 
cause they wanted him, but to keep a ri- 
val from getting him. It was the same 
all the way down the line to the day labor- 
er. A man with the pick would command 
from $2.50 to $3 for an eight-hour day 
and do four hours’ worfk. If hig bosses 
didn’t like it he would throw down his 
tools and be sure of getting a job else- 
where. Now wage earners and salaried 
men are earning what they are paid for, 
and everything is down to hard pan. When 
business starts up again everything will be 
fin clean trim for profitable work.” 

Mr. Guggenheim refused to go into a 
discussion of the economies which have 
been put in force in the Guggenheim en- 
terprise, but it was said in well-informed 
quarters yesterday that the heavy ex- 
penses of the engineering department of 
the Guggenheim Exploration Company had 
been radically cut. The Guggenheim Ex- 
ploration Company up to last Fall had 
‘built up the largest field staff and per- 


haps the most highly paid corps of en- 
gineers of any similar enterprise in the 
world. John Hays Hammond, the com- 
any’s Chief Engineer, is reputed to have 

en paid a quarter of a million a year 
for his services, and other engineers in 
the company’s employ have received pro- 
portionately high salaries. Mr. Ham- 
mond’s contract terminated May 1, and 
he is now connected with the company 
only in an advisory capacity. 


HOPE FOR WESTINGHOUSE. 


Yesterday the Last Day for Subscrip- 
tions to the New Stock. 


Up to the end of business hours yester- 
@ay the Stockholders’ Committee of the 
Westinghouse Electric and Manufacturing 
Company, which has been conducting the 
campaign of getting subscriptions to the 
$6,000,000 of new stock which must be 
placed to make effective the plan which 
dis to save the company from foreclosure, 
was not able to say how much money ts 
etill lacking or whether an extension of 
time will be granted. Yesterday was the 
jlast day for the receipt of subscriptions.

TAFTER STOCK TRANSFER TAX. 


| He Begins Investigation of All Corpo- 
ration Transactions Since June 1, 1905. 


Special to The New York Times. 

ALBANY, June 22.—State Controller 
Martin H. Glynn has begun an investiga- 
tion to compel corporations to obey the 
law taxing the transfer of shares of cap- 
ital stock. 

“The investigation,” he says, ‘ has 
been under way but a few days, yet the 
results demonstrate that there has been 
a wholesale disregard of this law on the 
part of corporations, with the attending 
loss of a large revenue to the State.” 

An examination of the books of a large 
number ef companies reveals, according 
to the Controller, that as many as three 
and four hundred shares of stock of a 
single corporation were transferred, and 
in some cases the entire capitalization of 
a company issued without the payment of 
a single cent of tax to the State. In each 
instance the attention of the officials of 
the corporation was called to the legal 
consequences for failure to pay the tax, 
and in every case of non-compliance 
found there has been a promise that the 


necessary revenue stamps will be pur- 
chased at once. 

A re-examination of these compantes 
will be made within the next two weeks 
to see that the promise has been fulfilled. 

“There are about 75,000 stock com- 
panies in this State,’’ says Mr. Glynn's 
statement, ‘all of which are subject to 
the operation of this statute, and it is 
the purpose of the Controller to enforce 
collection of taxes due on every stock 
transfer made since June 1, 1905, when 
the Stock Transfer Tax act went into 
operation. 

“The officials of many corporations 
plead that they suppose that a transfer 
tax is imposed only where stock is bought 
and sold through brokers for the purpose 
of speculation, and give that excuse for 
non-payment. That supposition is entirely 
erroneous. Every transfer of ownership 
of stock is subject to the tax, and every 
transfer made without payment of the tax 
comes within the operation of the penalty 
provided for non-compliance with the law. 

“Without relaxing in any degree the 
supervision of brokers to see that the law 
is obeyed, the investigation of corpora- 
tions will continue until the books of 
every stock company that can be located 
will have been examined and payment re- 
quired for every share of stock trans- 
ferred without the requisite revenue 
aa during the past three years. t 

‘That thousands of dollars are due the 
State may be concluded from the fact 
that a large number of cases of non- 
compliange with the law has been dis- 
covered.’ } 


Inspectors Have Been Active. 


The activity of the Inspectors of the 
Controller's Department among corpora- 
tion offices downtown has been kept very 
quiet since the effort to discover stock 
tax delinquents was transferred from 
brokerage houses about a week ago. 

An officer of one of the companies 
which was visited last week said yes- 


terday that the Inspectors had gone ovér 
his books as far back as June 1, 1905. 
He said that his company had not been 
aware that a tax was payable on stock 
in which buyer and seller lived outside 
of the State limits, and some instances 
were found on the books where stock had 
been transferred for out-of-town holders 
on which no tax had been paid. 

This belief that the tax only applied 
on sales of stock made in New York 
State has been general in Wall Street, 
and it is believed that the Inspectors have 
found many cases where the tax has not 
been paid where the owners have a resi- 
dence outside of the State. 


TO REFUND WAR BONDS. 


Cortelyou Decides Not to Redeem $64,- 
000,000 Issue of 3 Per Cents. 


Special to The New York Times. 

WASHINGTON, June 22, — Secretary 
Cortelyou is to retire the $64,000,000 issue 
of outstanding 3 per cent. bonds issued 
June 13, 1898, to furnish funds for the 
war with Spain. But instead of liquidat- 
ing the issue, the Secretary is considering 
the advisability of refunding it in bonds 
of 2 per cent. ‘ 

It is a matter of note that when Gov- 
ernment bonds are low in price they are 
not sought by investors, for the interest 
they bear invariably is too low to be at- 
tractive. The banks have an opportunity 


to acquire them. As currency circulation 
of Natfonal banks is based on Govern- 
ment bonds, it naturally follows that the 
more bonds in the hands of the banks the 
more aaa there is in circulation and 
the greater the general prosperity of the 
country. The 2 per cent. issues are espe- 
cially sought after by the banks because 
of the smaller tax imposed by the Gov- 
ernment on circulation issued on them. 

In “2. a decision not to redeem 
bonds, but to refund them into 2 per 
cents, Secretary Cortelyou will consider 
whether it is wise to take from the banks 
that amount of bonds at this time, and 
whether it will depreciate the price of 
Government bonds should he refund. In 
the event that he should redeem the 
bonds, taking from the bond market about 
$64,000,000 bonds, the probabilities are 
that Government bonds would rise \%& to 
1 per cent. On the other hand, if the 
threes are refunded, followed later by the 
issue of more Panama bonds for funds 
for the Panama Canal, there is prospect 
of the Government bond market going 
somewhat lower. 

The Secretary {s amply provided with 
funds to pay off the issue under cogsid- 
eration. He has on hand a working bal- 
ance above liabilities of $71,000,000, all in 
cash in the vaults of the Treasury and 
available at any moment. He has in Na- 
tional banks as deposits $165,000,000 more, 
all of which he can withdraw at will with 
the exception of $12,000,000, which has 
been placed on deposit subject to the de- 
mand of disbursing officers. This $153,- 
000,000 that the Secretary can demand on 
the instant has been left with the banks 
solely because the Government has had 
no use for it. 

In the face of this all 8 per cent. bonds 
most likely will be refunded into a 2 per 
cent. issue, with a corresponding decrease 
in price on the market. As this policy 
may become a fixed one with the Treas- 
ury Department, it is not aypevante that 
a complete readjustment of the values of 
Government bonds will follow.

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PAPER POOL FINED 
$94,000 BYU.S. COURT 


No Doubt of Its Being an Illegal 
Combination in Restraint of 
Trade, Judge Hough Says. 


PUBLIC PAID ALL EXPENSES 


Pool Organizer Parks’s Letters Show 
It—-Some of the Inner Workings 
of the Trust Disclosed. 


Fines aggregating $24,000 were imposed 
by Judge Hough in the United States Dis- 
trict Court yesterday on the twenty-four 
members of the Manila paper manufac- 
turing companies, which formed the Trust 
known as the Manila Paper and Fibre 
Association. This pool or trust ex- 
tracted from the public in two years 
@ sum estimated by John Norris, Sec- 
retary of the Newspaper Association, 
to be not less than $2,000,000. They were 
indicted last week by the Federal Grand 
Jury and pleaded guilty in the United 
States Circuit Court on Friday. 

Judge Hough sentenced the members of 
the pool yesterday to pay a fine of $1,000 
each. He stated that there was no doubt 


that the association was a violation of 


the Sherman Anti-Trust act, and was an 
illegal combination in restraint of trade. 
However, he said, there were extenuating 
circumstances, and he would only impose 
a fine.

Organizer Parks Still Missing. 


In addition to these it is alleged that 
the Petosky Fibre Company of Petosky, 
Mich., was in the combination. It has not 
yet entered its plea. The Secretary of 
the association, John H. Parks of 1 West 
Thirty-fourth Street, was also indicted 
with the companies, but did not appear. 
It is said that he is in Europe. 

It is alleged that he went extensively 
into the business of forming trade organ- 
izations, and in addition to the Manila 
Paper and Fibre Association was the Sec- 
retary of four “ price machine” associa- 
tions—the Boxboard Association, the 
Sulphide Pulp Association, the Scythe 
Makers’ Association, and the Edge Tool 
Makers’ Association. From the Manila 
Paper and Fibre Association Parks was, 
according to the indictment, to receive 10 
cents per ton on the entire output of the 
association, with a minimum salary of 
$25,000 a year. Altogether, it is alleged, 
his receipts from the organizations he 
had engineered were to be $150,000 a year. 

According to Mr. Norris the first result 
of the formation of the association was to 
reduce the output of the companies from 
64,000 tons a year to 50,000 tons. Then 
the price was steadily put up. The first 
increase was $5 a ton, then came two 
rises of $2 each, and these were followed 
by a rise of $3 and $4. This made alto- 
gether an increase of $16, which may be 
estimated at 40 per cent. upon the prices 


which prevailed before the organization 


was perfected. It is calculated that the 
entire extra profit arising from this foro- 
ing up of prices was not less than $2,000,- 
000 and averaged during the life of the 
association $8 or $10 a ton. 

The Attorney General of the United 
States will be asked to look particularly 
into the case of the Petosky Fibre Com- 
pany. It is alleged that officials of this 
concern were addressed by Parks as 
Charles Jones, and #hat they were rep- 
resented at the meeting of the associa- 
tion by one L. Cheeseman. If they 
pleaded guilty to the charge or it can be 
proved against them, they may be found 
guilty of contempt of court as well as 
upon the count of belonging to an illegal 
combination. 

They were one of the members of the 
General Paper Company, which was dis- 
solved by order of the court on June 18, 
1906. At that time alr the concerns be-

Parks was very willing to set forth, in 
the plainest terms to its members the 
theory upon which it should work. He 
sent to all of them on Oct. 12, 1906, a few 
weeks after the pool had been begun, a 
letter explaining fully the advantages 
they might expect from it. It read, in 
part: 

‘* Without your association you would, in 
an ‘open market,’ undoubtedly be now 
selling your outputs at prices as much be- 
low your present selling prices as is repre- 
resented by your ‘ pool taxes’ contribu 
tions—if not more. Therefore, it is equally 
clear that all the money you now obtain by 
your sales above your ‘cost schedule val- 
ues’ is the property of the association. 

“Why. Because all you get above your 
‘cost schedule’ is ‘artificially’ created 
for you by means of your co-operative pool 
agreement, 

‘“* Further on he states: 

** The expenses of the pool are not paid by 
its members. The expenses of the pool are 
paid by the public. The said expenses are 
paid out of the excess price obtained above 
your cost schedule which the pool requires 
the public to contribute. 

‘* Barring old orders, it is not what you pay 
in, but what you get out of, your pool that 
determines its value to you respectively. 
“Mr. Parks was very particular that 

all the members of the pool should fulfill 
their duty toward it, and he sent out a 
circular letter to them upon the neces- 
sity of each mill making a daily return 
to him of its shipments as an essential 
to correct accounts. He said: 

“*All of the successful ‘price ma- 
chine” associations with which I have 
been connected have been remarkable not 
only for their general scope and vigor, 
but for their minute attention to the de- 
tails necessary to make their “ clearing 
house’’ precise and efficient in all] its 
functions.’ ” 


HUGHES TO GET HAFFEN CASE. 


Mayor Will Send Result of Investiga- 
tlon to the Governor. 


It is probable that the report of the 
Commissioners of Accounts on the in- 
vestigation of President Haffen’s depart- 
ment will be submitted to the Governor 
by Mayor McClellan, and not by the Civic 
League of the Bronx, which was largely 
responsible for the beginning of the in- 
vestigation, and which, it was believed, 
would take up the matter with the Gov- 
ernor in much the same manner that the 
City Club did the Ahearn case, 

Mayor McClellan would make no com- 
ment on the report yesterday further 
than to say that he had not read it, but 
that he had had a copy of it sent to Cor- 
poration Counsel Pendleton. The Mayor 
and the Corporation Counsel will take 
up the matter together as soon as they 
have finished reading the bulky report. 

President Davis of the Civic League of 
the Bronx said -yesterday that his asso- 
ciation would take the case before the 
Governor if nobody else did so. ‘There is 
a belief about the City Hall, however, 
that the league is not as anxious to press 
the charges as it was some time ago and 
that the reference to the Governor will 
be left in the hands of the Mayor. In 
that case the presenting of the city’s 
side of the issue will probably be placed 
in the hands of Commissioner of Accounts 
John Mitchel. 

Partictlar stress, it is said, will be laid 
on the action of President Haffen’s de- 
partment in the matter of the Broadway 
sewer contract, which was in the hands 
of Bartholomew Dunn. Mr. Haffen’s 
office in this case practically remitted 
nearly $70,000 of penalties by the con- 
trivance of substituting ‘ Inspectors’ 
days”’ for consecutive days. Mr. Dunn 
ran far behind on his contract, but the 
department reckoning helped him out by 
taking into account only the *‘ Inspectors’ 
days. About the same time Dunn made 
a contribution of $1,000 to the Haffen 


campaign fund. 
Gov. Hughes was asked last night 


whether he had anything to say relative 
to the report of the Commissioners of 
Account in the Haffen matter, and re- 
plied that he would say nothing, as the 
case was not before him. . 

In connection with the case the Bureau 
of Municipal Research issued a statement 
regarding the budget appropriations for 
Mr. Haffen’s department last Fall, in 
which it was recalled that, although it 
had been asserted that not a cent would 
be voted by the Board of Bstimate that 
was not indispensable, Borough President 
Haffen got $1,512,975, an increase of 
$174, 725 over the department total for the 
preceding year. 


THREAT TO KILL NEWMAN. 


Letter Labeled “Black Hand” Demands 
Ransom by June 30. 


Another letter labeled “ Black Hand” 
was received yesterday by Sterns Broth- 
ers & Co., wholesale jewelers of 68 Nas- 
sau Street, giving further news of Meyer 
Newman, the jewelry salesman, who with 
$1,500 worth of diamonds and consider- 
able cash has been missing since last 
Tuesday from his home, 1,555 Fulton 
Avenue, the Bronx. This latest letter, 
while reiterating the intelligence that 
Newman was being held captive by the 
“Black Hand "’ for $10,000 ransom, added 
the threat that Newman would be kilfed 
unless the money should be paid by 
June 30. 

The letter was mailed from 125th Street 
and Third Avenue, and was decorated 
with a heart pierced by a dagger. It was 
signed ‘‘ The Black Hand Society.” 

Neither Detective Cavanaugh of the 
Bronx Headquarters, who is assigned to 
the case, nor August Goldsmith of the 
firm of Stern Brothers & Co. attach any 
importance to the demand for a ransom, 
but regerd the threat as a blind. Mr. 
Goldsmith said yesterday that he was in- 
clined to believe that “ wharf rats,” who 


knew that Newman carried, jewelry with 
him, had robbed him and pitched him 
overboard. He said he did not believe 
for a moment that Newman is being held 
captive. He said that if Newman had 
wanted to decamp with the jewelry he 
could easily have taken three times as 
much as he had with him when he dis- 
appeared. 

Newman worked for Louis Kappelman, 
his brother-in-law, a Baltimore jeweler, 
who is a customer of Stern Brothers, 
who frequently on order turned over 
goods bought for Keppelman to Newman. 
He was in frail health when he disap- 
peared. He had always been devoted to 
his family, apparently, and his acquaint- 
ances do not believe he went away volun- 
tarily. 

Abraham Newman, his brother, of 
Scranton, Penn., is still here. He asked 
yesterday that more men be detailed on 
the case, but was informed that one man 
ought to be able to handle it. He then 
decided’ to employ a private detective 
agency. 

Jacob Layton of Philadelphia, who has 
been over Newman's territory here, came 
late yesterday afternoon in response to 
a telegram from Mr. Goldsmith, and 
hopes to be able to find out by means of 
the collection cards what men Newman 


expected to see last Tuesday, the day he 
disappeared.

WIFE SAVES HUSBAND. 


Abraham Rothschild Escapes Prison 
Sentence on Mrs. Rothschild’s Plea. 


Abraham Rothschild and Arnold G. 
Cahan, tried and convicted of using the 
mails in a scheme to defraud subscribers 
to a weekly trade paper called The Suc- 
cessful Business Man, were fined $500 
each yesterday by Judge Hough, in the 
Criminal Branch of the United States 


Circuit Court, on the first count of the 
indictment, and on the second count sen- 
tence was suspended. 

The fact that Rothschild recently mar- 


ried a young woman who was ignorant of 
his plans doubtless saved the two men 


from going to jail. Before imposing sen- 
tence Judge Hough, who had listened to 
eat os Rothschild’s pleading, said to Roths- 
c a: 

‘“‘The woman you have brought into 
your life may possibly prove to be your 
salvation, and if she does not, no one 
else in the world can reform you.

I 
am, however, disposed to give you a 
chance to reform, and, in addition to the 
fine and suspension, will require you to 
report to me between the ist and 10th 
of January next. If you do not conduct 
yourself satisfactorily by that time you 
will be brought before me and sent to 
prison on the suspended sentence,” 

The fines were paid and the prisoners 
released. 


JERSEY SHAD SEASON GOOD. 


Catches Reported 100 Per Cent. Greater 
Than a Year Ago. 


Special to The New York Times. 

TRENTON, June 22.—The State Fish 
and Game Commission has received ex- 
haustive reports showing that the shad 
season this year was better by 100 per 
cent. than last year, and the catches of 
this cheap food fish greater than for the 
last seven years. 

The commission has deposited 10,000,000 
small shad in the Delaware River, Ran- 
cocas Creek, and Cohansey River. Be- 
sides the New Jersey members of the Tri- 
State Fisheries Commission of New Jer- 
sey, New York, and Pennsylvania are 
getting ready to meet the Commissioners 
of the other States soon to take up the

The New Jersey Fish and Game Com- 
mission is of the opinion that unless some- 
thing is done to purify the Delaware River 
in the next ten years the shad will de- 
sert the river as they have deserted the 
Hudson. 


A KATZENBACH BOOMLET.

ESCAPE INDICTMENT 


Grand Jury’s Findings Are Against 


the American Company 
Only as a Corporation. 


TRADE RESTRAINT CHARGED 


Counts Allege That Company Made 
Agreements with Rivals to Keep 


New York Territory to Itself. 


James W. Osborne, the special Deputy 
Attorney General appointed by Gov. 
Hughes on the application of Attorney 
General Jackson to present evidence col- 
lected against the American Ice Company 
to the Grand Jury, made a final effort 
yesterday morning at a session called by 
Justice Goff of the Supreme Court to ob- 
tain indictments against individuals con- 
nected with the Ice Trust. He did not 
succeed. It was on the application of 
Mr. Osborne that the Grand Jury was 
held over until yesterday morning after 
it had returned four indictments in its 
Ice Trust investigation last Friday. 

Those indictments, it developed yester- 
day, were all against the American Ice 
Company as a corporation and charged 
the making of various contracts in re- 
straint of trade, together with the doing 
of illegal acts pursuant to these con- 
tracts. Copies of the indictments were 
given out at the Attorney General’s office 
yesterday afternoon. Meantime, John B. 
Stanchfield, as counsel for the indicted 
company, came into Justice Goff’s court 
and obtained a postponement of the formal 
entry of appearance by the company until 
Friday, co that he might have opportunity 
to examine the indictments. 

It is believed that a very interesting 
legal battle will follow. The contracts 
with various absorbed concerns constitut- 
ing the basis of the indictments were 
passed upon by the Appellate Division of 
the Supreme Court some months ago when 
the Attorney General sought to institute a 
civil action against the American Ice 
Company. They were then held not to con- 
stitute restraint of trade as defined in the 
Donnelly Anti-Trust act, which is the 
statute alleged to have been violated. 
Héwever, the demurrer to the indictments 
will have to be made before Justice Goff, 
who has already chargéd the Grand Jury 
that it should find indictments if agree- 
ments were found to exist. 

As the procedure runs theré would be no 
appeal from a decision by Justice Goff 
overruling a demurrer to the indictments 
until after trial. At that time, however, 
an appeal could be taken on the ground 
that the indictments were improperly 
found as well as on any grounds arising 
during the trial itself. 

The first of the four indictments is a 
document of sixty typewritten pages, 
which accuses the American Ice Company 
of a misdemeanor in doing acts pursuant 
to an agreement restraining competition 
in the supply and price of ice. It recites 
the agreement which the Ice Trust en- 
tered into with G. W. Fowler, who was 
then in business here, to sell out and not 
to enter the ice business again for ten 
years from May 29, 1900. This agreement 
proper is beyond the Statute of Limitations 
running against the commigsior of misde- 
meanors, but acts performed pursuant to 


it within the pores covered by the stat- 
ute are alleged. 

The indictment recites another agree- 
ment of the same general nature with 
Willis J. Winne, an icehouse man, on 
April 26, 1905; another with De Milt 
Brothers, in March, 1905, this contract 
providing for a definite restriction and di- 
vision of territory; another, with the 
Berkshire Ice Company, by which it cov- 
enanted not to deliver or sell any ice to 
New York customers outside of the Amer- 
ican Ice Company, and still others with 
Lewis F. Corwin and Martha Goodwin. 

The other indictments charge illegal 
agreements made and acts performed 
under them with George N. Best, the 
Yonkers Ice Company, and Patrick H. 
Doherty. 

The Grand Jury was discharged by 
Justice Goff yesterday after it had re- 
ported to him. 


Falls from Window in Burglar Scare. 

Believing that there was a burglar in 
her flat, Mrs. Marguerite Haggerborn, 
living on the third floor of 233 West 
Forty-third Street, ran to the window 
and while shouting for help early yester- 
day morning lost her balance and fell to 


the areaway In front of the house. Both 
of her legs were broken. Dr. Swan of 
Roosevelt Hospital was called, but the 
woman refused to go to a hospital and 
was taken to her home. 


Mcintyre Trial Set for June 26. 

The trial of T. A. McIntyre, head of the 
bankrupt brokerage firm of MoIntyre & 
Co., was set yesterday by Judge Foster 
for Friday, June 26. There are five in- 
dictments against him, four for grand 
larceny in the first degree and one in 
the second degree. Yesterday Judge Mul- 
queen, in General Sessions, denied Mr. 
McIntyre’s motion to inspect the Grand 
Jury minutes in his case and denied a de- 
murrer. Then Mr. McIntyre pleaded not 
guilty. 
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NEW HAVEN ROAD SUED. 


Action to Affirm Issuance of Securities 
May Raise State Issue. 
NEW HAVEN, Conn., June 22.—A suit 


which may raise a question of inter-State 
rights between Massachusetts and Con- 
necticut has been brought by a number 
of security holders, by which Mackay & 
Co, of New York, a firm which has been 
handling the securities of the New York, 
New Haven & Hartford Railroad Com- 
pany, seeks of the Supreme Court of Er- 
rors of Connecticut an affirmative de- 
cision sustaining the action of the New 
Haven Company in issuing securities of 
the company and securities of its sub- 
sidiary companies in Masachusetts, issued 
under special authority of the General 
Assembly of Connecticut, but without 
first obtaining permission of the Legis- 
lature of Massachusetts. 


This suit is brought, it is understood, 
because of attacks made upon the securi- 
ties of the New Haven Company during 
discussion of the various bills bearing 
upon the proposed merger of the New 
Haven Company with the Boston & Maine 
system. 

Frank T. Brown of Norwich, who is 
of counsel retained by the security hold- 
ers interested, says he expects to argue 
the case before the Supreme Court in 
October. He says that the suit is one of 
the most important, if not the most im- 
portant, that has ever come before the 


courts of this State, as it affects many 
millions of securities in value. 

Railroad officials say the suit ts of 
much importance in connection with the 
status of the corporation as the holder 
of double charters, mn this State and in 
Massachusetts. It seems highly probable 
also that this suit depending upon the 
final decision of the Connecticut Supreme 
Court will be of great significance as 
raising clearly an inter-State issue be- 
tween Massachusetts and Connecticut. 

This would bring up a Federal ques- 
tion, and result presumptively in a final 
appeal of the case to the United States 
Supreme Court. 


A member of the firm of Mackay & Co. 
said last night that the suit which has 
been brought in the name of the firm is 
intended to clear up definitely the rights 
of the New Haven Road in the matter of 
the issuance of securities under its Con- 
necticut charter. The suit, is Is under- 
stood, is intended as a test case, and 
has been brought with the full approval 
of the New Haven management. 
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SAYS SHE CAN’T GET JUSTICE. 


Mrs. Parry Wants a Magistrate to Give 
Her Balm for Bitten Arm. 


Unable, as she says, to obtain justice 
from the Police Magistrates, Mrs. Cath- 
erine Parry of 200 West Eighty-fourth 
Street has appealed to the Mayor and to 
the Board of City Magistrates through 
her counsel, ex-Alderman Frederick A. 
Ware of 271 Broadway. 

Mrs. Parry says she was bitten on the 
arm by Peter Curley of 201 West Seventy- 
seventh Street last January, when she 
protested that he was injuring her busi- 
ness of dressmaking by running a board- 
ing house in the flat across the hall and 


permitting tradesmen to make their de- 
liveries through the front halls of the 
house, thereby coming in unpleasant con- 
tact with Mrs. Parry’s customers. 

She got a summons for Curley from 
Magistrate Barlow shortly after thé 
trouble. With great contempt, says Mrs. 
Parry, Barlow tore up the summons when 
Curley was in court and said that the 
matter had been thrashed out. Afterward 
she took her case to several other Magis- 
trates, who refused to consider it. 

Mrs. Parry says that last January she 
was conducting a prosperous dressmak- 
ing business on the second floor of the 
flathouse at 201 West Seventy-seventh 
Street. . 

“I hadn’t a care in the world,” said 
she, ‘‘except that Curley, who ran er- 
rands for his wife, let the butchers and 
grocers deliver their goods through the 
front entrance.”’ 


OTHER GILLMORE SPUR HERE. 


Letter In The Times Leads to Finding 
~~ of Missing Trophy. 


The letter from Henry V. K. Gillmore 
of Princeton, N. J., which appeared in 
yesterday’s Times, in which he told of 
the finding of a silver spur, one of a pair 
presented to Gen. Quincy A. Gillmore of 
“Swamp Angel” fame by his staff in 
1862, which were lost in 1873 by his son, 
has been the means of discovering the 
second spur.
